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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the remarks, applicants argued in substance 
that Ferry does not teach or suggest that the detecting circuit makes its selection based on the amount of current supplied to a first 
power supply circuit and a second power supply circuit. But Ferry teaches using a signal indicative of the charge state of the battery with 
respect to a threshold value [col. 6, lines 46]. Thus, Ferry teaches that the selection is based on the amount of current supplied; when 
the amount of current supplied changes to be either less than or greater than a threshold level, the selection of power supply circuit is 
thereby made. In addition, Schaffer teaches that the signal indicating the power supplied to the power supply circuits is made by 
detecting the current supplied by the power supply [col. 8, lines 19-36]. The teachings of Ferry and Schaffer therefore teach detecting the 
amount of current supplied to the power supply circuits, and the selection of the power supply circuit is made based on the result of said 
detection, substantially as claimed. 
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
